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New Grading System 
NEW system for final grading 


A has been adopted by the faculty 
at Juniata College, according to Dr. 
Morley Mays, dean of the college. 


Beginning with the Fall term, 
1950-51, the letter grades, A, B, C, D, 
and F will replace the numerical 
grades now in use for final grading. 


No numerical equivalent will be 
used but letter grades will be defined 
as follows: A—distinguished attain- 
ment, B—attainment above average, 
C—average attainment, D—lowest 
passing grade, F—failure. 


The new system for final grading 
will duplicate the letter system used 
for mid-term grading except that 
pluses and minuses will not be used 
in the final mark. 


According to a faculty committee 
which submitted a report advocating 
the change, “numerical grading sys- 
tem seems to imply that in adjudg- 
ing a student’s attainment it is pos- 
sible to determine with mathematt- 
cal exactitude the precise quantita- 
tive number which properly indi- 
cates his achievement.” 


Dean Mays pointed out that the 
new grading system does not change 
any requirement for graduation.

Contract Awarded For Memorial Gym 


Ce of Juniata’s 

memorial physical education 
building was given the green light 
by the board of trustees over Com- 
mencement weekend with the award- 
ing of the general contract to Ritter 
Brothers of Harrisburg. Work ac- 
tually began on the building on 
June 19. 

The building will face to the west 
running lengthwise east and west. 
Its location is in the area north of 
18th St. d*rectly across from Geiger 
House. ‘he entrance will be ap- 
proximately 100 feet east of the 
walk to Cloister from 18th St. 

In accepting the bid of Ritter 
Brothers, the board approved the 
recommendation of its building com- 
mittee which okayed an overall cost 
of $290,000. An additional contract 
for electrical work was given to Cor- 
celius Electric Co., Huntingdon. 

Actually it had been hoped to 
keep the cost of the building within 
the estimated $250,000, but there 
were no bids submitted which made 
this possible. 

The physical education building 
wul be the second major objective 
in the college’s postwar construction 
program and the principal project 
in the 75th year. It is anticipated 
that the completion of the gym will 
be one of the highlights of the dia- 
mond jubilee celebration next 


spring. 
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Juntata’s physical education build- 
ing will be dedicated to the 675 men 
and women of the college who serv- 
ed in World War II. 

Designed by the architectural firm 
of John B. Hamme, York, the build- 
ing will be approximately 112 feet 
by 180 feet with a ground floor level 
and mezzanine level. There will be a 
large main gymnasium area measur- 
ing 91 feet by 110 feet which in- 
cludes a varsity playing floor of 50 
feet by 90 feet. 

On the same level will be a gen- 
eral locker room; a varsity locker 
room with 66 lockers; shower and 
toilet areas; a supply and equipment 
room; a training room; and a heat 
room. 

Entrance through a memortal lob- 
by will be at the mezzanine level. 
Off the 20 by 34 lobby will be the di- 
rector’s office; a staff office and show- 
and 


ers; ladies and men’s rooms; 
ticket booths. 
On the mezzanine level in the 


main part of the building will be 
two additional basketball courts on 
each side of the main floor but ap- 
proximately 10 feet above it. This 
will provide four courts for simul- 
taneous playing. Folding bleachers 
on the main floor will permit the 
seating of 1080 and space is provided 
for movable rolling gymstands on 
the mezzanine levels to seat an addi- 
tional 1080. 


At the rear of the building on the 
ground level will be two rooms 22 
by 34 feet for use as class rooms or 
handball courts; an exercise room 26 
by 34 feet; and the visiting team 
locker and shower rooms.

College’s finest all-time competitive 


athletes, was awarded the Stanford 
Mickle Athletic Award at Com- 
mencement exercises.
